Is 
he  justified  in  pntJti^LT  such  a  costly 
book  into  ban  Is  so  fir  from  clean  ?  Is 
thete  is  there  any  mistake  as  to  the 
subject  T  His  anxiejy  is  succeeded  by 
relief  when  in  due  tilne  the  first  vol¬ 
ume  is  returned  witnout  marks  yf  any 
kind,  and  by  surprise  when  the  second 
and  each  of  t  lit*  twelve  in  succession  is 
duty  taken  put  and  rtari. 

“  The  true  university  of  these  days  is 
a  collection  of  JmoksJ’  and  there  is  no’ 
reus*  »n  why  sweepo,  like  other  respect¬ 
ably  |»t*  >ple,  should  not  ora* lu ate  in  it. 
Thanks  to  free  libraries,  and  the  great¬ 
er  fiicilities  that  nor  exist  for  cheap 
publishing,  the  whole  range  of  Eng¬ 
lish  literature  is  op<jn  to  almost  any 
wodkiugiuan  who  caivs  to  get  it.  And 
w#  think  that  the  great  readers  of  the 
next  generation  will  be,  not  o\ir  law 
yers  or  doctors,  shiqLeejiers  >r  manu¬ 
facturers,*  but  the  laborer  and  median 
ic  The  .former  work  mainly  with 
their  In-ads,  which  are  t*K>  exhausted 
f<  *r  reailing,  and  w  hatever  leisure  time 
they  have  must  be  devoted  to  air  and 
exercise.  The  laborer  and  mechanic 
on  the  contrary,  beaides  being  occu¬ 
pied  often  for  much  shorter  hours, 
hink*  m  their  work  time  taken  suffic¬ 
ient  bodily  exercise,  and  can  therefore 
givfc  any  leisure  they  have  to  reading 
and  study. 

Book  readers,  however,  are  few  as 
compared  with  those  who  read  the 
newspaper.  What  an  instrument  of 
education  it  is!  A  nation  with  many 
pajiers  ami  magazines  must  be  well 
informed  ;  their  circulation  can  almost 
be  taken  as  an  exponent  of  its  intelli 
geuce.  Not  only  does  a  first  class 
journal  contain  a  record  of  events,  but 
the' beet  thought  of  tjhe  day.  What  a 
noted  man  may  say  to-uight  to  a  small 
an*  lienee,  to-niorrow  will  l>e  read  by 
millions  all  over  the  land.  The  sub¬ 
stance  of  whole  volumes  is  published 
frequently  long  bef*4,e  its  up]>erance 
in  Txiok  form.  Much  of  the  beet 
poetry,-  romance,  biography,  criticism, 
iliscussion  of  every  subject,  an»l  infor- 
nmtion  on  every  topic  appears  in  our 
ne\w* papers  anti  magazines,  anti  schol 
ars  mid  pien  of  science,  as  well  as  gen¬ 
eral  reader?,  must  read  them  or  be 
left  behind. — Jft inner*  Afak- 
yth  Jinn.”

There  is 
nothing  in  the  world  the  matter  with 
them  but  an  attack  of  lunch  house.  I 
don't  believe  there  is  auy  more  mala¬ 
ria  around  than  there  was  thirty  years 
ag>  when  there  wasn’t  an  intelligent¬ 
ly  Constructed  sevyer  in  the  United 
States.  If  people  would  only  lyive  as 
miii-h  sense  about  bating  as  they  hail 
then,  there  wouldn'I'be  any  more  com 
p'.imt, al-.nt.inal ari:t  Go  into  any  of 
lli-o(i|o  liiinrh  house*  *l*iwu  town  about 
i>  -  u  and  wlmt  do  ybu  see  f  Therein 
»  ’i  u  counter,  ami  in  front  of  it,  in 


uncomfortal>le,  stoop  ahoaldered  posi¬ 
tions  are  a  lot  of  me.  They  eat — do, 
gorge  as  fast  as  they-  j-esiLly  ml, 
shovelling  the  foud  right  into  their 
thn*t*  like  a  carter  shovel*  or*}  into 
a  cellar,  and  without  waiting  ffr  any 
f*>rmalities  of  mastication.  And  what 
do  they  eat  7  Oyster  pies,  pork  and 
1  >eana,  fried  potatoes,  fned  ham  and 
eggs,  clams,  beef  a  la  mode,'  fnol  hash, 
doughnuts— grease,  spice  and  indiges¬ 
tible  meat.  On  that  they  pile  hot 
mince  pie,  with  a  crust  ot  aole  leather, 
and  poor  over  it  a  cap  of  scalding  oof 
fee,  strong  enough  t*>  raise  the  dead. 
Then  they  just  stop  long  enough  to 
light  a  cigar,  and  bolt  lack  to  work 
with  all  that  load  on  their  stomach*. 

"  If  a  roan  ate  a  dinner  of  cobble¬ 
stones  every  day  he  wouldn't  exjiect  to 
keep  healthy  very  king,  would  he  1 
Well,  this  stuff  he  piles  into  his  stom¬ 
ach  is  the  next  thing  to  cobblestones. 
The  healthiest  liver  in  the  world 
couldn't  stand  that  sort  of  a  strain 
long.  Pretty  soon  it  gives  out,  and 
then  the  man  begins  to  feel  lassitude 
and  pains  in  the  joints.  He  has  head¬ 
ache  and  fevers,  and  d*jean't  care  very' 
much  whether  he  lives  or  dies.  He 
puts  out  liis  tongue  one  day  before  a 
looking  glass,  and  it  is  apjiarently 
coated  half  an  inch  thick  with  white 
furze.  That  settles  it.  He  is  jierfect- 
ly  sure  he  has  got  the  malaria  in  his 
system  and  wants  to  sell  his  house  and 
move  his  family  out  to  Iiingwood,  or 
live  in  a  balloon,  while  l^e  keeps  his 
head  ringing  for  months  at  a  time  with 
quinine.  Pretty  soon  he  thinks  he’s 
got  heart  disease,  like  enough,  or  his 
liver  is  being  consumed,  and  the 
chances  are  that  if  he  isn’t  rescued  he 
will  get  to  be  a  hypochrondriac  an*! 
health  crank  of  the  most  intolerable 
sort  He  w ill  quarrel  with  his  family, 
if  he  has  one,  and  perhaps  divorce 
suits  and  all  kinds  of  trouble  will  fol 
low. 

You  dou’t  know  the  amount  of 
misery  one  of  these  indigestion  mills 
called  lunch  houses  can  cause.  1 4  be 
lieve  they  are  almost  as  destructive  of 
h  uhian  happiness  as  salons,  and  I 
would  willingly  join  in  a  prohibition 
rusade  against  them.  The  whole  sys¬ 
tem  of  midday  feeding  ought  to  be  re¬ 
formed.  If  men  will  persist  in  eating 
dming  the  course  of  business,  they 
should  take  an  hour  or  au  hour  and  a 
half  to  it  They  should  go  to  some 
quiet  resort  and  seat  themselves  like 
Christians  with  some  friends  with 
whom  they  can  chat  and  talk.  Then 
let  them  eat  a  very  light  lunch — a 
small  chop  with  a  piece  of  dry  bread, 
or  something  or  chat  noi  t,  giving  them¬ 
selves  plenty  of  time  to  masticate  and 
going  away  a  trille  hungry.  Let  them 
abjure  all  made  dishes,  all  gravy,  pie¬ 
crust  and  spice  and  drink  nothing  but 
hot  water,  and  malaria  will  disappear 
from  this  climate  in  very  short  order.

The  Sphinx. 

The  Sphinx  occupies  a  position 
where  the  enroachinent  of  the  desert 
is  most  consspicuous.  At  the  present 
day  nothing  is  to  be  seen  of  the  ani 
mal  except  its  head  and  fts  neck ;  but 
the  old  Egyptian  monuments  on  which 
it  is  figured,  show  not  only  the  entire 
body  down  to  the  paws,  but  also  a 
large  square  plinth  beneath,  covered 
with  ornaments.  Since  the  time  of 
the  Greeks  jierliaps  ever  since  the 
reign  of  Thothmes  IV.,  this  plinth  has 
disappeared  beneath  the  sand,  and  its 
very  existence  had  been  forgotten.  It 
is  generally  sup]>osed  that  the  Sphinx 
is  hewn  out  of  a  large  isolated  rock, 
which  overlooked  the  plain.  But  M. 
Maspero’s  researches  suggest  that  it 
is  a  work  yet  more  stupendous.  He 
has  proved  that  the  Sphinx  occupies 
the  centre  of  au  amphitheatre,  form¬ 
ing  a  kind  of  rocky  basin,  the  up{ier 
rim  of  which  is  about  on  a  level  with 
the  head  of  the  aiymal.  The  walls  of 
this  amphitheatre,  wherever  visible, 
are  cut  by  the  hand  of  man.  It  seems 
probable,  therefore,  that  in  theb  egin- 
ning  there  was  a  uniform  surface  of 
rock,  in  which  an  artificial  valley  has 
been  excavated,  so  as  to  leave  in  the 
middle  a  block  out  of  which  the 
Sphinx  was  finally  hewn.  The  excava¬ 
tions  now  lieing  carried  on  will  doubt¬ 
less  verify  the  existence  of  the  plinth 
shown  on  the  old  paintings,  and  fur¬ 
nish  evidence,  by  the  ornamentation  of 
lire  plinth,  of  the  true  age  of  the  mon¬ 
ument.  M.  Maspero  is  inclined  to  as¬ 
sign  to  it  a  very  great  antiquity — pos¬ 
sibly  higher  than  the  early  dynasties, 
i.  e.,  than  the  first  period  of  Egyptian 
.  history.  As  the  result  of  last  winter's 
work,  the  sand  round  the  Sphinx  has 
already  been  lowered  by  about  thirty 
metres.

“It  is  a  curious  fact,  she  began,  “tliat 
the  credit  <*f  the  gol*l  disouvery  was  never 
given  to  lie*  man  to  whan  it  nght/ully 
hclouirH.

thin^  dnnin^.  He  examined  it  and  pro- 
noiuiccd  it  gold.  He  tlien  knocked  off 
more  ehij»  from  the  rocks,  and  hunted  in 
the  ashes  for  more  of  the  sliming  parti¬ 
cles,  until  he  had  gathered  a  taWesjioon- 
ful.  He  wrapp'd  the  gold  in  a  piece  of 
buckskin  and  put  it  in  his  pocket.  When 
the  first  relief  party  came  he  went  out 
with  it.  hut  died  on  the  way,  and  the  gold 
was  buried  with  him.  When  I  saw  iny 
fattier.  Mr.  Reed,  I  told  him  of  the  cir¬ 
cumstance,  and,  says  he,  ’If  Jolm  Den¬ 
ton  say's  tliat  that  is  gold,  it  is  gold,  for 
he  knows.’

.since  beer* found  there,  because  no  regu¬ 
lar  prospect  lias  been  made  for  it. 

•I  have  been  told  that  the  rocks  which 
we  used  in  the  fireplace  were  washed 
down  to  the  lake  from  a  mountain,  in 
which  gold  was,  but  this  mountain  was 
probably  many  miles  away  from  the 
lake.

If  a  man  is  the  possessor 
of  a  small  capital — say  $.7,000,  he  will 
fignrS  on  realizing  a  certain  per  cent., 
which  in  most  cases,  by  the  way,  will 
prove  fictitious.  But  he  doesn't  stop  to 
reflect  that,  since  ail  of  his  time  must  be 
given  to  make  a  success  of  the  project,  it 
is  only  right  that  he  should  take  into  ac¬ 
count  the  actual  value  of  his  services  at 
home.  For  example,  $.7,000  at  20  per 
cent,  is  $1,000.  Now,  it  is  an  open  ques¬ 
tion  if  a  salary  just  as  large  as  this 
amount  cannot  be  e«me<i,by  the  average 
*man  who  gives  the  same  devotion  to  his 
work  as  tliat  necessitated  by  successful 
stock  raising.  If  so,  the  $.7,000  still  re¬ 
mains  to  him  to  place  in  some  perfectly 
safe  investment  at  0  per  cent,  yielding 
$:J00  annually.  Of  course  the  ranch  fever 
has  somewhat  abated,  but  I  think  the 
suggestion  still  holds  good  as  one  of  vital 
importance  to  all  who  would  ‘“Go  West.” 
-Globe-Democrat. 


Wrinkles  In  the  Face. 

While  wrinkles  result  from  the  natural 
working  of  the  system,  they  may  also 
be  caused  by  a  perverted  condition  of  the 
system,  as  are  pimples,  blotches  and  boils. 
Ncqy  the  human  face — unlike  that  of 
brutes — was  meant  to  be  the  “mirror  of 
the  mind,”  the  visible  expression  of  every 
passion,  emotion  and  inmost  feeling. 
Herein  is  its  chief  beauty.  Hence  its  nu¬ 
merous  muscles  and  nerves,  whereby  it  is 
so  wonderfully  adjusted  to  this  end.  But 
muscles  in  constant  or  frequent  exercise 
increase  in  volume,  strength  and  readi¬ 
ness  of  action. 

Hence  habits  of  thought  and  feeling 
become  stamped  on  the  face,  and  we  read 
so  easily  the  character  of  the  proud,  the 
vain,  the  deceitful  and  the  sensual  man, 
or  of  the  kind,  the  calm,  the  energetic, 
the  frank,  the  candid  and  the  honest 
man. 

But  there  is  nothing  like  care  and 
wQrriment  to  plow  furrows  in  the  fore¬ 
head,  and  these  are  badly  marring  the 
faces  of  our  American  women.  We  pass 
in  the  streets  women  of  35  whose  fore¬ 
heads  are  more  wrinkled  than  the  brow 
should  be  at  70.  Some  of  these  may 
not  have  more  cares  than  others,  but 
they  unnecessarily  yield  to  the  tendency 
to  express  them  in  the  face. — Youth's 
Companion.

The  effect  of  heredity  and  environment 
on  character  and  conduct  should  be  care¬ 
fully  studied  by  those  who  aspire  to  the 
work  of  philanthropists.  It  will  be  de¬
